Safai Karamcharies of Jammu Municipality have gone on indefinite strike ko 7th Jaouan 
1992, without any prior notice, resulting in serious insanitary conitions 1n Jac Cy, 
particularly in 9 Wards of the old city where people are facing a very real threat of epidemic.

Jammu Municipality is the only civic body in whole of Jammn Division where the services 
of the Safai Karamcharies have been regularised with full benefits of pay, increment, level 
pension etc. Other genuine demands of the Safai Karamcharies are under active consideration 
of the administration. A meeting in this regard was held, as late as on 12—12—1991 with 
the office bearers of Municipal Employees and Workers Union who were fully satisfied with 
the talks. No indication whatsoever was given about the sudden strike of the Safai Karam- 
charies on the issue of Fourth Pay Commission which is not directly relevant to the emp- 
loyees of this antonomous body. The pay and service conditions of the Municipal Employees 
have been deliberated in the report of the Municipal Finance Commission which is also 
under active consideration of the Government. Therefore, striking down work of sauitation 
in the town by the Safai Karamcharies was most uncalled for and unfortunate. 

Soon after the strike started the employees were requested individually as well as coll- 
ectively a number of times to exempt the essential services of sanitation from the preview of 
strike. They were even asked to maintain a skelton service so that people in the old city 
area do not suffer for no fault on their part, 


However, when the Safai Karamcharies persisted with their strike, arr 
made to clear the blocks on the main nallahas and to remove garbages from the main areas 
of the city through sweepers and labourers from outside during night hours. This operation 


which is continuing for last many days has been thwarted by fresh and delibrate blocks on 
the drains and littering of garbages on the roads during day time.

A cleaning operation 
during day time on. 15—1—1992 was physically attacked by the mob of employees with leth 


weapons leading to injuries to two labourers who had to be hospitalised. The agitating 
employees have gone to the extent of throwing the garbage and packets of nigh soil at the 
residences of a few Municipal Officers, which is unheard of in any civilised society.

An attempt of 500 School children to start sanitation in Panthirthi area with the help of 
a voluntary organisation and citizens was similarly physically obstructed by the striking 
emplopees. É 

No doubt, trade unionism is a fundamental right of the employees, but in every civi- 
lised society essential services like, sanitation, health, water supply, electricity etc. are 
exempted from the preview of the strike- Jt is unfortunate that this noble tradition of 
Trade Union movement elsewhere in the country has not been followed and on the contrary 


an attempt has been made to pressurize the authorities by delibrately creating insanit 


ary con- 
ditions 


in the city. While anybody has right to agitate for his demand. no body has right to 
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play with the health and life of the citizens. It must always be remembered that employees 


are here to serve the citizens and not vice versa, Therefore, it is our fervent appeal to the 
employecs and their leaders to exempt the work of sanitation from the preview of strike and 
not to play with the health and life of citizens. Common people and various social and 
voluntary organisations in various wards and mohallas of the Jammu City must raise their 


voice and come forward in providing helping hand to Municipality to come out of this crisis 
situation.

world, As to the significance 
of this great historical day, 
Baha'u'llah Himself calls it 
as the “Most Great Festi- 
val”, the “King of Festi- 
vals”, the “Festival of God’ 
and He says “He, verily, is 
come with the Kingdom, 
all the atoms cry aloud, 
“Lo, the Lord is come, in 
His great Majesty”. 

Just as the Sun can not 
be hidden from the eyes of 
the crevtures, likewise 
Baha’u’llah was not hidden 
trom the eyes of people who 
were surrounding Him. 
Where ever he lived though 
being imprisoned, The fame 
of His knowledge & holi- 
ness spread rapidly through- 
out the land & that would 
increase the jealously of 
cured rulers, prejudiced and 
fanatic clergies to give order 
to exile Baha’u’llah subse- 
quently alongwith His fam- 
ily. Finally He was exiled to 
Akka, ‘‘The Most Great 
Prison’, to a very filthy city 
with a most foul climate. 
During His imprisonment 
& the period of his exile he 
penned down several holy 
writings which have been 
translated in More than 


100 languages. In some of 
His Tablets He addressed 
all the kings and rulers of 
the 19th century and sum- 
moned them to accept the 
principles of Peace, to 
dispense justice and fairness 
towards the people of the 
world and to relinquish war, 
bloodshed and hatred. 

Baha'u'llah passed away 
at the age of 76 on 29 May 
1892. Leaders of Muslims, 
Christians, Jews, the lear- 
ned, officials and every one 
who had known Him gat- 
hered around Him to pay 
their homage. 

Baha’u’llah’s mission was 
the establishment of World 
Peace under the banner of 
unity of mankind. His 
mission was to change ig- 
norant fanaticism into uni- 
versal love, to establish in 
the minds of His followers 
the basis of Unity of 
humanity, 


His Principles are based 
on Oneness of God, One- 
ness of Mankind & Oneness 
of all religions and He 
says :— 


—For High Quality 


“That one indeed is a 


man who, today, dedica- 


teth himself to the service 


of the entire human 


race.

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Vivisection-Cruel Acts on Animals

Vivisection is another area 
of great cruelty to animals 
and birds. Vivisection can 
be defined as the subjection 
of living animals to experi- 
ments in the pursuit of scie 
ntific knowledge or in the 
course of commercial man- 
ufacture. It was first intro- 
duced in India in 1889-90 
to investigate the cause of 
plague which showed by 
animal experiments that the 
infection was carried from 
rat to rat and on to man 
and so it was presumed that 
medical advances can be 
‘only through animals ex- 
periments, since then the 
rate of experimentation has 


increased tremendously in 
India. 
Unfortunately, animals 


are without power to reta- 
liate or voice to reveal the 
true nature of man, who 
cares nothing for any suff- 
ering except his own, tho- 
ugh he may talk of service, 
co-operation, sacrifice etc. 
It is the overdose of the 
vitamin of science & under- 
dose of the 
humanity, Viviscection con- 


vitamin of

tributes vitally to this 
imbalance. 

In our drive to pursue the 
quest for more knowledge, 
we kill 


animals 


large 
everyday, which 
could have otherwise con- 
tributed to our environment 
Experiments should not be 
done casually with the “let's 
try it & see what happens” 
approach, with the hypo- 
thesis developed after the 
fact. Indeed they should be 
carefully analysed before 
hand, 


animals too experience pain, 


That experimental 


stress and fear is in fact the 
reason we use them in ex- 
periments. Hence every 
effort should be made to 
obtain data by alternate 
means. We should all ask 
ourselves, “Is the] cost in 
suffering worth the knowle- 
dge gained?” “Is there a 
different approach to the 
problem?” To say in the 
words of Mahatma Gandhi, 
‘Vivisection is the blackest 
of all the black crimes that 
man is at present commiting 
against God and His fair 
creation”.

Those who orgue the need 
for animal experiments must 
realise that there are crucial 
differences inthe way our 
bodies respond to diseases 
& to chemicals. digestion. 
absorption, metabolism and 
excretion of the same sub- 
stances vary from a mouse 
to a dog to a human, Since 
1945, 6,00,000 substances 
have been tested on millions 
of animals in the search of 
anti cancer drugs. Today, 
there are about 35 anti 
cancer drugs in regular use 
and most of these were de- 
veloped before tne intro- 
duction of routine animals

experiments. 


Another problem with 
vivisection is that researc- 
hers attempt to create 
human disease in the sense 
that experiments are invari- 
ably conducted on animals 
without testing the disease 
the animal already carries. 
Hence, the animal is simply 
injected the disease carrying 
germs, while the resulting 
illness may superficially 
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resemble that of human 


patients, but 1s detailed 
symptoms may be quite 


different.

animals mainly used. in 
research include :— 
rats, frogs, guinea-pigs, 
amphibians, mice, cats, 
horses, donkeys, 
sheep, pigs, goat, fish, 
birds, rabbits, primates, 


reptiles, dogs. etc.

Types of Experiments : 


Experiments performed on 
laboratory animals include:- 
poisoning, blinding, wound- 
ing, irradiation, scalding, 
buiming, shocking, smoking 
alcohol and inhalation, and 


so on. , 
Most of the above said 


experiments are performed 
while the animal is under 
no anaesthetic, hence they 


cause untold pain. ' Before 


performing the experiments, . 


the conditions in which lab- 
oratory 
leave much to be desired & 
would cause a public outcry 
if found in zoos. The details 
of experiments on animals 
in medical and noa medical 
research which is given in a 
nutshell may help you to 
understand why animal ex- 
are carried out 
“behind closed door”.

Many people believe that 
all animal experiments are

- poses, but this is far from 
truth. Non-medical substa- 
neces such as cosmetics, toi- 
letries, household products, 
food additives, alcohol and 
agricultural

ments to improve agricul- 
tural yield and to teach 
routine facts to university 
students, 


—Cosmetics & their ingre- 
dients are applied to the 
shaved skin of animals to 
find whether they cause 
corrosion, irritation, allergy 
and to animals’ eyes to test 
for irritancy. The animals 
may suffer reddening, swell- 
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ing and painful ulceration 


of the skin or eye. 


—To ensure that food addi- 
tives & agricultural chemi- 
cals are safe for use, they 
are tested on laboratory 
animals. These dumb poor 
animals show sympotoms 
such as loss of appitite, na- 
usea, weakness, convulsions 
and discharge from the nose 
& mouth are quite common. 
—To study alcohol addic- 
tion, pregnant dogs, rats, 
mice are forced to breathe 
alcohol vapour causing dea- 


ths. The survivors suffer - 


tremors & convulsions once 
alcohol is withdrawn. 
—Behavioural psychologists 
use monkeys, dogs, rabbits, 
cats, mice etc., by drugging, 
starving, dehydrating, elec- 
tric shocking, brain dama- 
ging, socially isolating to 
study human behaviour. 
Replacement techniques in- 
clude many approaches. 


Tissue Culture : 

Tissue culture is a general 
name for keeping cells, 
tissues and organ slices alive 
outside the body for long 
period of time, during which 
the cells may grow & multi- 
ply. For this whole human 
tissue obtained painlessly 
from volunteers or during 
surgery or after death ean 
be used. Of all the alterna- 
tive techniques, tissue cul- 


ture has probably made the, 
single greatest contribution 
to the replacement of ani- 
mal experiments For exam- 
ple, cancer research has 
benefitted enormously from 
being studied at the cellular 
level rather than by inflict- 
ing cancers on rats & mice 
and almost all the’ modern 
advances in © understanding 
cancer have come from’ cell 
culture studies.. The’ diagno- 
sis of tuberculosis once re- 
quired the injection of 
infected tissue from patients 
into guniea-pigs to-see it 
they developed the disease. 
Today the diagnosis can be | 
made much more quickly & 
effectively by studying. the 
infection of cell cultures. 
Cell culture ‘is being used 
widely and with increasing 
success to discover altema- 
tives to the use of animals 
in safety tests. Cell culture. 
are also proving of great 
use in the identification of 
chemicals likely to cause 
cancer & have saved several 
thousands of animals from 
undergoing painful tests 
each year. ; 


Example of tissue culture 
research include the use of : 
—Lenses, to find out why 
cataract form and hew they 
might be treated. 


—Brain cell to learn how 
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the AIDS virus damages the 
nerveus system. 


—Kidney cells, to learn 
about the metabolic effects 
of anaesthetic. 

—Fragment of skin grown 
in culutre, for research into 
disorder. 


—Cells from the blood, to 
investigate how 
cause infection.

On stomach cancer, 
—Corneal cells, to Study 
infections of the eye. 


A new and exciting deve- 
lopment in tissue culture is 
the production of “living 
skin equivalents”, in which 
the scientists have taken 
different types of human 
skin cells and successfully 
grown them in a collagen 
base so that a dermis and 
epidermis develop, resemb- 
ling living skin. This method 
is used not only to study 
skin penetration and the 
irritancy of new chemicals, 
but also to find out more 
about the biology of skin. 
Clinical Study : 

Careful work with human 
volunteers, can offer valu- 
able insight into the diago- 
sis, cause and treatment of 
health. problems. Clinical 
research of this kind has 
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led to substantial progress 
in medicine over the years. 
The effect of some drugs 
were discovered, not by ani- 
mal tests, but careful obser- 
vation of unexpected respo- 
Nses in treated patients. New 
scanning techniques such as 
PET & CAT scans & mag- 
netic resonance imaging are 
allowing detailed—but pain- 
less—internal study in hu- 
man patients. Subtle chan- 
ges in the 
Organs such as the brain & 
heart can be visualised as 
colour images on computer 
screens. Careful observation

of human patients can pro- 
vide useful insights. Para- 


quat is a toxic weedkiller 
which is sometimes swall- 
owed accidentally. Many 
animal tests have been con- 
ducted to discover how 
paraquat is absorbed in the 
body and how quickly it is 
eliminated, but a recent 
study of people hospitalised 
because of paraquat poison- 
ing has shown that the anima] 
test predictions were inaccu- 
rate. The new information 
gained will improve the 
chances of surviving para- 
quat poisoning.

compounds. A study of 400 
patients with bone marrow 
cancer suggests that people 
who are employed in agri- 
culture or the food process- 
ing industry are nearly twice 
as likely to develop this 
form of cancer. While this 
kind of research is time- 
consuming and difficult to 
conduct, it yields results of 
direct application to human 
health—unlike animal ex- 
periments. 


Micro Organism : 
Experiments with micro- 
scopic organisms such as 


bacteria a yeasts are increa- 
singly used to replace ani- 
mal procedures. The Ames 
and similar bacterial tests, 
for cxample can help predict 


whether a chemical might 


be a cancer risk. Phototoxi- 
city is a skin reaction which 


‘can occur when certain in- 


gredient ina cream or cos- 
metic are exposed to sun- 
light. Animals are generally 
used to test for this effect 
of new chemicals, but there 
isa technique which uses 
yeast cells instead, The yeast 
is treated with a small am- 
Ount of test substance, ex- 
posed to ultraviolet light, 
and if its growth rate is 
slowed or stopped, the 
chemical is likely to cause 
phototoxic skin reactions. 


Bacteria can be genetically 
programmed, by the impla- 
ntation of human gene, to 
make hormones such as 
insulin & growth hormone. 
Because these are identical 
to those normally produced 
in the human body—unlike 
hormones extrocted from 
pigs & cattle at the slaugh- 
ter house—they, are less 
likely to cause allergies and 
should require less safety 
testing, again Saving ani- 
mals, 


Computers : 


Instead of randomly test- 
ing many thousands of nat- 
ural and synthetic substan- 
ces On animals to see if they 
medicinal effects, scientists 
are turning their computer 
keyboards to do some of 


the work. There are compu- 
ter programmes which can 
predict the outcome of ani- 
mal tests without actually 
needing to involve animals. 
The programmes assess the: 


‘likely outcomes of animal 


tests for short term toxicity, 
eye and skin irritancy, birth 
defects etc., and their ad- 
vantages include low cost, 
speed and the reduction of 
animal tests. ` A computer 
model for studying the brain: 
imitates 10,000 nerve cells 
in the part of the brain 
involved in memory and the 
causes of epilepsy. Initially, 
the computer simulation 
was utilised toconfirm the 
results of laboratory tests, 
but now it is used for rese- 
arch in its own right. The 
effect of new anti-epilepsy 
drugs can be studied 
using the computer. It is 
also expected to contribute 


new information about 
epilepsy and other brain 
functions. 
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Astonishing advances have 
been made, allowing hun- 
dreds of thousands of ani- 
mal experiments to be 
replaced, while at the same 
time improving the acuracy 
and reducing the cost of 
research. For example, the 


modern rabies vaccine is 
now produced from cell 
cultures instead of infected 
animals or hens’ eggs. Asa 
result it is much purer, 10 
times more effective and 
virtually free of side effects.

One also notes with some 
degree of alarm that so far 
the External Affairs Minis- 
try has not bothered to take 
up the matter of President 
Rafsanjani’s view on Kash- 
mir & the manner in which 
they have been given wide 
currency by the official Ira- 
nian media. Also, equally 
shocking is the manner in 
which we have allowed our- 
selves the luxury of behav- 
ing the ostrich regarding 
the Party of Allah & its ex- 
hortations to Kashmiri 
Maslims to revolt against 
New Delhi rule. 


The real significance of all 
this emerges when one con- 
siders the position in the 
subcontinent vis-a-vis the 
scenario in the 
Muslim-majority republics in 
the Soviet Union.

A record number of 31.15 
lakh pilgrims visited the 


famous Vaishnodevi Shrine 


during 1991. The year saw 
an increase of 9.37 lakh 
pilgrims over the preceeding 
year’s trafic constituting 
40 per cent increase in a 
year. Last year’s traffic in- 
clude 26.70 lakh pilgrims 
from oufside the State. 


Earlier record was establi- 
shed in 1989 when 23.12

August 30, 1986 through an 
enactment by the then Gov- 
ernor, Jagmohan. The Go- 
heads this board.

pilgrims. This resulted into 
manifold increase in pilg- 
rims traffic, improving the 
economy of the State in 
general & Jammu & Katra

Under the new dispensa- 
tion all the offerings, dona- 
tions and other. revenue. 
which were earlier pocketed 
by a few Baridars, is now 
being re-invested for impr- 
vement of the Shrine and 
amenities to the pilgrims. 

During 1991, about Rs. 
11 crore offerings/donations 
in cash were received at the 
Shrine. out of which the 
Board re-invested Rs. 9 cr. 
on ‘various development, 
improvement and beautifi- 
cation works. Since its take 
over four and a half year 
ago the Board has spent 
Rs. 26 crores on these works 


transforming the entire 
scenerio, During this period 
offerings/donations of Rs, 
30 crore were received from 
the pilgrims. The offerings 
include 77 kgs gold & 36.50 


‘quintals of silver. 


These massive efforts have 
not only transformed the 
conditions for the Yatries 
but also made the Yatra 
more safe and convenient. 
Hygenic & civic conditions 
are receiving the major 
attention of the Board, 

During 1991, the Board 
took in hand nearly 100 new 
works of which many, were 
completed. The biggest pro- 
ject completed duriug the 
year was the 2nd Exit 
Tunnel which the Governor, 
Shri Saxena inaugurated on 
October 30, 1991. This” has 
increased the intake}fcapa- 
city of the Sanctum Sanc- 
torium from 8000 to 11000 
pilgrims per day. The other 
prestigeous project comple- 
ed during the year was Sanji 
Chatt§{Development Project 
which has a beautiful foun- 


tain with Trishul sign on it, —

The important works in 
progress iuclude Rs. 1.72 
crore Yatri Njwas at Katra 
Operation theatre & addit- 
ional accommodation for 
PCE, Katra, shopping com- 
plex at Bhawan and Adh- 
kunwari. An other Yatri 
Niwas is being constructed 
at Katra by the Tourism 
Department to cope up with 
fast increasing rush of the 
pilgrims.

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The actual period of Talibanisation is a short span of 6 years but it had far- 
reaching consequences not only for Afghanistan but for the rest of the world. 
Shrouded in mystery, Afghanistan remained lonely, underdeveloped and 
landlocked, but not impregnable for large part of the twentieth century. During 
this period Afghanistan's internal politics underwent a series of changes. The 
complexity of Afghanistan manifests itself in the social fragmentation of society, 
which is compounded by geographic isolation, parochial loyalties, limited 
objectives, and a virtual lack of infrastructure that cannot meet the demands of 
a modern state. 


Strategically located, Afghanistan may be described geographically as sixty-five 
percent mountainous, twenty percent desert and only ten to twelve percent 
plain. Height declines abruptly from 20,000 ft to 500 ft in less than 700 miles. 
The windswept Hindukush niountains astride Afghanistan cause a drainage 
that takes the bulk of the water out of the country. The inhospitable geography 
coupled with socially fragmented society and underdeveloped led to a series of 
political changes. Unable to keep pace with the modernizing developments, the 
polity faced severe opposition within the country. This led to the mass exodus 
of mujaheddin into Pakistan and Iran. Unhappy with the results offered by 
mujaheddin and their infightings, newer configurations emerged in the form of 
the rigid and fundamentalist Taliban. The struggle between the leadership of a 
fragmented society, warlords and the government got exacerbated by the easy 
availability of money that came from the neighbouring oil money, sale of opium 
that is grown in this part of the world, and alse the ammunition (both 
sophisticated and country-made). Transboundary movement of opium, oil 
money and ammunition because a live ground for terrorist activities of a large 


proportion, eventually requiring transboundary intervention in a US-led coalition 
against terrorism.

Help to build a body of knowledge about the growih of terrorism in this part 
of the world in order to curb its dissemination. 


Finally a question arises, are democracies fit to handle religion-oriented 
violence? 
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Today when the debate in India centres on how far the 
country has tilted towards the USA in its foreign policy 
disposition after the disappearance of the Soviet 
Union{1991] in general and the cataclysmic events of 
September the 11 in particular, its time to review the 
period associated with Indian spirit of fierce independence 
in foreign affairs. This, of course meant resisting at all cost 
alien version of the Indian national interest endorsed by the 
new political masters of the world viz. USA and USSR. 
Masterminded by Nehru the move involved not only saving 
India but the entire South Asia from the superpowers’ 
hegemonistic designs. Keeping the region insulated from 
foreign formidable presence summarized India’s vision of 
liberty and equality for the post colonial states of South 
Asia. 


In this eer, Nehru succeeded to a large extent by 
carrying the entire South Asia within the fold of 
Nonalignment as an insignia of this free spirit of the new 
nations.

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Today when the debate in India centres on how far the 
country has tilted towards the USA in its fcreign policy 
disposition after the disappearance of the Soviet 
Union{1991] in general and the cataclysmic events of 
September the 11 in particular, its time to review the 
period associated with Indian spirit of fierce independence 
in foreign affairs.

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The actual period of Talibanisation is a short span of 6 years but it had far- 
reaching consequences not only for Afghanistan but for the rest of the world. 
Shrouded in mystery, Afghanistan remained lonely, underdeveloped and 
landlocked, but not impregnable for large part of the twentieth century. During 
this period Afghanistan's internal politics underwent a series of changes. The 
complexity of Afghanistan manifests itself in the social fragmentation of society, 
which is compounded by geographic isolation, parochial loyalties, limited 
objectives, and a virtual lack of infrastructure that cannot meet the demands of 
a modern state. 


Strategically located, Afghanistan may be described geographicaily as sixty-five 
percent mountainous, twenty percent desert and only ten to twelve percent 
plain. Height declines abruptly from 20,000 ft to 500 {t in less than 700 miles. 
The windswept Hindukush mountains astride Afghanistan cause a drainage 
that takes the bulk of the water out of the country. The inhospitable geography 
coupled with socially fragmented society and underdeveloped led to a series of 
political changes. Unable to keep pace with the modernizing developments, the 
polity faced severe opposition within the country. This led to the mass exodus 
of mujaheddin into Pakistan and Iran. Unhappy with the results offered by 
mujaheddin and their infightings, newer configurations emerged in the form of 
the rigid and fundamentalist Taliban. The struggle between the leadership of a 
fragmented society, warlords and the government got exacerbated by the easy 
availability of money that came from the neighbouring oil money, sale of opium 
that is grown in this part of the world, and also the ammunition (both 
sophisticated and country-made). Transboundary movement of opium, oil 
money and ammunition because a live ground for terrorist activities of a large 
proportion, eventually requiring transboundary intervention in a US-led coalition 
against terrorism.

Understanding a people whose spirit is indomitable. 


Help to build a body of knowledge about the growth of terrorism in this part 
of the world in order to curb its dissemination. 


Finally a question arises, are democrecies fit to handle religion-oriented 
violence? 
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The world we live in is changing so fast that the prefix New attached to 
the term World Order has assumed a status of permanency. This is so not only 
in the parlance of strategic analysis but also in common conversations. The fact, 
however, is that it is not the existential world that has become really New or 
newly ordered, but what is new is a particular way of looking at reality from 
above. This way of looking at reality from above emanates from a perspective 
held by the privileged few to scan the fractured reality of the existential world in 
such a way as to project it as ‘new’, ‘ordered’, ‘global’, ‘interdependent’, and 
‘homogeneous. Such a paradigmatic approach in looking at the so called 
changing trajectories of the political world has more to do with the ‘concrete 
processes’ cf politics rather than with its abstract realities. However, in the 
domain of politics, it is not always essential to seek insights into the real world of 
contemporary existence. On the contrary, the projected reality has usually been 
taken as given; a reality that favours a few and deprives many. Such a reality 
in fact is not an acceptable reality at all. It is another way of subjugating the 
multitudes, ‘the others’. Here the multitudes comprise people of Asia and Africa. 
Moreover, Alr.ca is seen as a ‘problem continent’, ‘forgotten continent’ and a ‘lost 
continent’. The skimply populated rich North, once the imperialist, now sets the 
agenda of globalisation. A new world is imagined. The imagined world has been 
made more real than the real world is. The real world is not where we live, but 
the one we have been told about. The panacea to all our maladies lies in getting 
guickly assimilated into that world. We are told that poverty, failure of state, and 
ethnic insurgencies in Asia and Africa are not due to the specific factors 
grounded in the colonial past of these continents or their own current specific 
domestic situations, but because of their refusal to open themselves to the global 
market. “Western idealogues insist that we must imagine and organize society 
in accordance with their values and systems without providing space to any 
alternative ideology. In this hegemonic scheme, the rest of us are seen as non- 
starters, or at best late comers, whose only destiny is to follow the path already 
trodden by the West’(Abdul-Raheem, 2000:15). There is nothing sacred about 
regimes and institutions employed by the Western think tanks. What do 
democracy, giobalisation, free market, and multilateral institutions mean to them 
does not equally apply io the poor South (Manchanda 1997). Nor the rich North 
is seriously interested in genuine proliferation of the principles of liberalism and 
democracy. In the name of democracy and free market economy regimes, the 
continents of Asia, Africa and South America were rather further subjected to 
what Abdul-Raheem characterised as “recolonization” (Abdul-Raheem, 2000: 
15). No doubt the world has changed, but the governing principles of world 
politics have not. It is Realpolitik, which still regulates the transactions among 


states and also among non-state managers of today’s world. The emergence of 


1 
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globalisation and the triumph of free market over the planned economy donat 
imply that politics based on pursuance of national interest and power has given 
place to communitarianism and welfare. It is claimed that “[t]he process of 
globalisation has produced much that is new in the world’s economy and politics, 
but it has not changed the basic ways capitalism operates. Nor has it aided the 
cause of either peace or prosperity” (Magdoff, 1992: 39). 


Contrary to the repetitive claims, the post-cold war world is very much the 
same intransient world of power compulsions and shrewd diplomacy. The so- 
called New world is the old place where one has to move Cautiously in the given 
hard core choices and in an environment of no permanent friends and foes. 
How one can understand U.S. support to the non-democratic Sheikhdom in the 
Middle East and to the authoritarian States of South East Asia, whereas U.S. 
Stands for democracy not only within but also internationally. Democracy as a 
value is not as important as its being used as an instrument for the promotion of 
national interests. “It seems that the West only prefers a ‘democratic’ outcome 
that does not, as the Americans Say, upset the applecart” (Abdul-Raheem, 2000: 
19). To quote him further “[t]hat means democracy with a western veto” (Ibid.). 
Any democratic process that helps rise genuine political aspirations, finds no 
support from the West if such a process is likely to adversely affect the status of 
the West. Thus in order to qualify for a democratic status one needs to fulfill the 
expectations of the West. It does not matter much even if you are a despot ora 
dictator provided you do not create any difficulties for the West. “In the 
Southeast Asia, lack of democracy and gross abuse of human rights do not 


gone to war in the Gulf only to restore feudal family rule” (Ibid., 18). Thus if there 
is a choice between democracy and promotion of national interest the latter gets 
Priority over the former. That is what the law of power politics advocates. If 
globalisation and free trade are projected as the most important natural torch 
bearer of the twentyfirst- century they need to be taken with a pinch of salt. The 
main question is to whom globalisation favours? How does globalisation operate 


€x-colonial societies to defend them against the system of domination, 
embedded in the logic of a world structured on the principles of power politics. In 
fact, globalisation legitimizes “the right of the advanced Capitalist states and their 
citizens to dominate the rest of humanity. It affirms the right of the capital to 
move around the globe but restricts the freedom of labour (people). Those who 
desire a global humanity must, therefore, struggle to humanize the globe, such 
that free human being can live, work or settle anywhere they wish?” (Ibid.) It is 
in this context that we need to take up the issue of Afro-Asian dialogue. 


Rampant violence, narcotic terrorism, mounting debts, political apathy and 
indolence, subordination to market and controlled information technology, 
ecological devastation, marginalisation of the state, nepotism, corruption and the 
ever increasing rise in the internal civil strife leading to mass killing and exodus 
are a few issues of crucial concern for both Africa and Asia. These need to be 
addressed immediately on a common platform bringing together Africa and Asia. 
Thus, Afro-Asian dialogue cannot but aim at exploring into common territories of 
most vital issues affecting simultaneously the continents of Asia and Africa. This 
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would heip both the continents to enrich their problem-solving mechanisms more 
by benefiting from their inter-dialogue in a way of designing suitable methods of 
conflict resolution. Another level of Afro-Asian dialogue should be the process of 
conscious political interaction between Afro-Asian world on the one hand and the 
Wesiern and North American world on the other. We can term these levels of 
dialogue as inner dialogue - a dialogue between Asia and Africa - and outer 
dialogue - a dialogue between Asia-Africa and Western Europe and North 
America. Until both these dialogues are synchronized the resolution of various 
conflicts, affecting the vast continents of Asia and Africa, seems quite far away. 
This paper confines only to the Afro-Asian inner dialogue. 


The purpose of the paper is not to prescribe solutions, but to problematize 
the impact of globalisation on the societies in the periphery. The term periphery 
is used here to reflect on the weaker sections of the under-developed and 
developing countries of the Afro-Asian world. However, even in this very part of 
the asymmetrical world, the interest of the miniscule minority converges more 
conveniently with that of the core of the rich North rather than with that of their 
fellow beings in the poor South. Thus it is in this context that the term periphery 
need to be taken into consideration while evaluating the impact of the 
globalisation on the socio-economic and political life of the people in the non- 
Western world. A modest attempt has been made in this paper to evoke the 
philosophy of Fanon and Gandhi for making a sense of the issue of globalisation. 
The reference to Fanon and Gandhi is to hint at some of the possibilities to 
combine their strategies to build an alternative to the West dominated 
globalisation. The purpose is not to provide a blue-print for the same, but to raise 
the possibility for such a project.

sociological profile of Punjabi refugees’ 


The present article is an attempt to study the process of adaptation of the 
Punjabi refugees in the post-partitioned Indian socio-cuitural milieu of the host 
society. It tries to explore those important societal factors which either 
promote or mar the process of adaptation. It also tries to look at the process of 
adaptation of refugee communities wherein one community has successfully 
carved a niche for themselves while the other one is a case of utter failure. It 
brings to the fore those hidden sociological processes which are at play in the 
interactive matrix between the refugees and the host society which go a long 
way in accounting for the success of one community over the other. 


The main thrust of the present paper is to highlight the spread of ethnic 


tensions and discordant relations prevailing amongst the communities 
subsequent to the successful adaptation of one community over {he others. The 
resultant discord amongst the various ethnic groups vitiates the whole socio- 
cultural milicu. This is precisely what has happened in the Tarai-Bhavar belt 
located in the now newly carved out State of Uttaranchal. The case in point 
pertains to the resettlement of Punjabi refugees in the Tarai-Bhavar belt in the 
wake of partition. “The Punjabi refugees’ it seems almost en-block simply 
bulldozed their way through bureaucracy, judiciary and police using all the 
overt and covert means at their disposal. By hoodwinking all these government 
institutions, they got turned every rule and opportunity to their advantage. But 
the success story of Punjabi refugees’ prosperity is not all the hard work, 
devotion and commitment to their enterprises, the story is also tainted with 
ali 


pathos and iragedy. Let us ask the poor Bukshas (the tribals) and the Ben 


refugees’ on whose expense the success story was made possible.

The very Partition of Indian subcontinent in 1947, into Pakistan and Hindustan, 
can be attributed to the above mentioned sources of discontent. Laier on the separation 
of East Pakistan from Pakistan in 1972 was largely due to uneven economic 
development, different language, ethnicity, identity and nationality. Even now almost 
every South Asian Country is facing serious internal and external problems due to one 
or more source of discontent. India, at the moment, is facing problem of insurgency in 
Jammu and Kashmir and North Eastern States, whereas Sri Lanka is facing a war like 
situation created by LTTE militants for the last so many years. Pakistan, Nepal and 
Bangladesh are also passing through a phase of turmoil. Afganistan is peculiar and 
perpetual example of such a discontent. Maoist insurgency in Nepal is also the result 
of uneven interpersonal and inter-regional economic development. 

Though at the forefront of such discontent has always been the causes other 
than the economic and political, yet, deeper in the background economic and political 
goals have been deep rooted in every insurgency. Uneven economic development among 
various regions and among various ethnic groups within a country and among the 
various countries of South Asian subcontinent has always been at the background of 
almost each and every discontent. All the countries of South Asia are categorised as 
low income economies, except Maldives, by the World Bank. However, income is 
only one parameter of economic development. Economic development has a much 
wider canvas than mere economic growth. Economic growth is mainly concerned with 
the growth rate of national income and per capita income. Human development index, 
comprising infant mortality rate, life expectancy, adult literacy, access to safe drinking 
water, primary enrolment ratio, gender difference, etc., is the most important measure 
of economic development of any region or country. All the countries of South Asian 
subcontinent are beset with a serious inequalities as far as various indicators of economic 
development are concerned. Even within the country the regional disparities are of 

É glaring nature. In the present paper, an attempt has been made to identify, analyse and 
discuss the parameters of uneven economic development and the consequential 
discontent among the various South Asian countries. It has been found during the 
course of analysis that intra-country and inter-country discontent has much to do with 
uneven economic development. Though their are eight countries in South Asia, yet the 
present study is confined only to five countries, namely, Bangladesh, India, Nepal, 
Pakistan and Sri Lanka as comparable data and information are not available in the 
case of Afganistan, Bhutan and Maldives.

JAMMU ABSTRACT 


Better health status of the people is an index of prosperity and Well-being 
ofacountry. It is of paramount importance as a national asset and basis to sustain as 
well as stimulate optimum levels of efficiency and economic development. In the past 
few decades, the countries of South Asia have achieved significant progress on the 
health front. In these countries, infant and material mortality rates have fallen, life 
expectancy has increased, total fertility rates are down, many serious diseases have 
been controlled, and some eliminated. These trends are largely attributed to countries’ 
faster economic development and expansion in the provision of public health care 
infrastructure. Although health status in the region could be improved even further, yet 
such progress would depend largely upon more resource allocation to finance the 
exploding costs of health care. 


In Punjab, rural health and education alongwith the modernisation of 
agriculture sector continue to be the pillars of rural reconstruction and development. 
Investment in rural health infrastructure, thus, seems to be the natural priority of the 
Punjab state. The State, being one of the highly developed states of India, has the 
capacity to do so and its people are expected to have better health status. However, 
the Southern states like Kerala, despite the low per capita income, have been able to 
achieve more improved health and education related indicators than that of Punjab. 
Now, with the adoption of New Economic Policy (NEP) of 199] , public expenditure on 
social sectors especially on health and education in India has been gradually withdrawn. 
Punjab state resorted to such withdrawal even earlier to the adoption of NEP. The 
speed of such withdrawal in Punjab, however, has been geared up since 199], 


The public sector rural health infrastructure and services in Punjab, due to 
lack of government Support, are facing a deterioration at the faster speed. The rural 
people, consequently, are being pushed towards private hospitals/nursing homes/clinics 
which are largely unmonitored and regulated, with no norms with respect to quality or 
price of treatment. Punjab, which is one of the highest per capita income states in 
India and where about two-thirds of population live in rural areas, has become classic 
example of non-functional and dismal performance of rural health services. This will 
seriously jeopardize the human resource development and, consequently, form 
human capital and economic growth in the state.

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Decentralized ard Participatory Governance: Bringing the Community Back In 
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Political demands for democratic sclirule in countries of South Asia previously governed by 
authoritarian regimes arose out of the popular quest for freedom defined by acceptable standards of 
accountability, transparency and good govemmance. In eflect this rationale of decentralized governance 
and decision making has been derived from the political (democratic) imperative that all those whose 
interests are affected by decisions ought to take part in the decision-making process. Self-interest can 
then guide people to conclusions consistent with the general good. This logic provides the theoretical 
basis for the evolution of decentralized development initiatives in South Asia looked upon as a way of 
governance which promote the vast majority’s decision-making prerogatives, livelihood concerns and 
basic needs It has been argued that when authority and its dispensation get restricted to those at the 
apex of a pyramidal power structure, the governed lose motivation to co-operate and hence the need for 
representation and decentralization extending the decision making process to people who are affected 
by such decisions Additionally, a linkage 1s also established between govemment and civil society, 
which can help mobilize resources for development and facilitate monitoring of, the process of 
executing programs. The siarting point for examining has been thus taken at the grass roots, because it 
is generally recognized that standards of accountability and pcople’s participation have to be tested at 
that level. This then provides the imperative for devolving power and authority to the local institutions 
as well as to communities dependent on local resources for their livelihoods 


Despite such rhetorics and assumptions experiments with Democratic Decentralization and grassroots 
democracy have not been successful as central governments in the region have all too often not really 
decentralized much significant power, tending to deconcentrate rather than devolve authority to lower 
levels; and in cases where central governments have actually decentralized, the benefits have been 
largely captured by local clites, leaving other groups no betier off than before. In fact most of the 
analysis of decentralization has been quite negative, holding that, whatever the intent may have been in 
establishing them, local government schemes are little more than a formula tor funneling resources 
from above into the hands of the local clites. For Pakistan, Bagladesh and Nepal the story is more or 
less the same. 


The paper therefore argues ‘hat mere institutional decentralization 1s not sufficient for ensunng a truly 
democratic participatory space which has to be need based and evolved rather than being imposed and 
given and this is particularly so in the case of management of resources Jike forests which are held as 
‘commons’ Though democratic decentralisation is irequently initiated as a precondition to participatory 
development, such participation will be mercly passive if the decentralisation process fails to consider ` 
ecological, social, cultural and institutional specificities of a given society. Further participatory 
governance can have democratic relevance only when ‘communities’ are brought to the centre stage of 
decision making. It then becomes necessary lo recognize, accept and treat communities as relevant 
actors rather than mere recipients in using, managing and governing resources.‘ Al the same time it is 
important to understand what are the implications of bringing the community back in within the 
development discourse. Community based conservation, the paper argues is unavoidably about a shift 
of power as weli as about how power is exercised, by which loci of authority and with what kinds of 
resistance. An adequate understanding of community based conservation must focus therefore, on the 
political processes within and outside of the community, on how politics shapes conservation, and on 
the critical role of insütutions.

Development in Sri Lanka is associated with the democratic socialist 
ideology, which has been enshrined in its constitution. However, the 
nature, content and extent of development policy have changed over 
different periods of time in the island-nation. The post-colonial development 
path can be explained in three main phases: The first phase (1948-1977) 
can be described as recorrection exercise in which development strategy 
was aimed at correcting certain imbalances created by the colonial rule 
and, therefore, nationalization (may be around nationalist myths) and 
redistributive policies were the main component of the development 
strategy. Such a strategy helped in achieving greater income parity across 
groups and sectors. However, it slowed down the process of economic 
growth. Moreover, certain policy measures directly affected the privileged 
sections of the society. As a result of which the regime rapidly lost 
the support of the privileged section. The poorer section could not 
provide support and legitimacy in proportion to the loosing support of the 
privileged. Although the regime attempted patrimonialism as a resort to 
the loosing support of the rich, it could not help much. The regime 
remained in the catch-22 situation and ultimately thrown out in the 
electoral battle of 1977. It paved the way to the beginning of second phase 
in which the parliamentary system was replaced by the Executive 
Presidency in a political calculation. Such a political change was considered 
in consonance with the objective of accelerated economic growth and, 
therefore, the island-nation became the first country, which embraced 
globalization and liberalization in South Asia as early as in 1978. The 
economic growth was given priority undermining equality. However, the 
changed development strategy generated different types of imbalances and 
some unanticipated consequences occurred during this phase. Moreover, the 
island remained gripped by worst kind of terrorist activities and 
authoritarianism of the State apparatus during the decade of 1980’s. Such a 
situation has inflicted many wounds to the civil society and people at 
large. Eventually, the focus of development strategy took a slightly 
different tum, which became tangible through the 1990’s. The third and 
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last phase (1990’s) is an effort towards harmonization of good points of 
the earlier two phases. Economic growth, removals of disparities and 
employment generation are considered necessary components of the 
development strategy during 1990°s. It was declared that the economic 


development must be achieved with a human face. 


Against this background, attempt has been made in the Paper that how 
far the island-nation has treaded the harmonized path and how it has 
entered in the millennium. The Paper concludes that despite the remarkable 
social development indicators and greater gender equality, the 
island-society is a classic case of Centric Development in which disparities 
across provinces, sectors (rural-urban) and social groups are increasing 
barring slight improvement in curbing income disparities during late 
90°s. But attainment of parity and greater welfare are still a distant 
goal. The Paper has also identified the challenges and visualized 
prospects of development and democracy in Sri Lanka during the first decade of 
the millennium. Recognizing the trend towards faster growth of services 
sector, the Paper suggests that Sri Lanka should concentrate and also 
have potential for developing island as centre of commerce and finance 
in the South Asia like that of Singapore in South-east Asia. However, it 
must be supported with appropriate policy changes in the social sector 
aimed at social capital formation through which goals of development 
with parity and sustained democracy could be realized

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Transborder Migration in South As 
Need for an Alternative Approach

Phe issue of transhorder migration in South Asia — both voluntary and forced — is inextricably 
intertwined with the formation of post-colonial nation-states in the region, The withdrawal of 
colonialism and the concomitant partition/division of the physical space into distinet political entities 
Jed to the emergence of new political identities. In other words, arbitrarily drawn boundaries resulted in 
the emergence of artificially constructed ‘modern’ states. While politically these post-colonial states 
came to assume new forms, culturally speaking, they have continued to share a common historical past. 
The same people inhabiting the same Jand for generations together suddenly became strangers to cach 
other. No wonder, then, even after half-a-decade of the existence of these apparently distinct political 
entities, the newly acquired political identities have failed to efface the common cultural past. As a 
result, the cultural outpourings have continued intermittently in the form of movement of people from 
one part of the region to another despite fenced borders and strict vigilance on the potential migrants 
‘There have also been instances When people have been hounded from the land they have traditionally 
occupied by some of the’ political regimes in the quest for constructing an ethnically homogenous 
political entity. Refugees in the modern sense of the term were, thus, born oniy with the formation of 
the new nation-states in the region. IL is, perhaps, duc to such a history of the making of refugees and 
immigrants in South Asia that the issue of transborder migration in South Asia has proved almost 
intractable to resolve 

The intractability of such issues in the region is further compounded by the presence of an ail-pervasive 
national security discourse. Dominant concems in such a framework are invariably centred on state 
sovereignty, territoriality and frontiers or are olen laced with the rubric of what is cuphemistically 
called national interest. Given the dominance of such a framework in the region, transborder population 
flows are mercasingiy beng looked upon as potenuaily threatening to the “nationai security” of the 
state and hence these are seen, ip the hegemonic statist perspective, as extremely vital and sensitive 
issues, 10 be leit either to the migrants or those who are actually made to host them. As a result, almost 
every political, economic end human issuc, be it internal or external, is examined through the prism of 


nauonal security. 

lt is against such a backdrop dia ¿s to understand and analyse some of the reasons, which 
make the issue of transborder migration so very complex and difficult to resolve. An attempt will aiso 
be made to problematise the existing dominant paradigm of national security discourse with a view to 
identify some of the grounds on which it can be scen to be problematic. Finally, the paper wili focus on 
the need for an alternative approach to help resolve the vexed issue of population flows across the 
region.

The inter-relationship between Democracy, Development and Discontent in South Asia 
is a much talked and least explored area of research and investigation. It is generally 
assumed that democracy facilitates development and addresses discontent in a resilient 
and constructive manner. This assumption has ideologically been reinforced by the 
dominant values of the post-cold war world order. The empirical support to this 
assumption for the Third World in general and South Asia in particular is either scanty 
and inadequate or contrary to the assumption. 


In any understanding of democracy, both its political super structure and socio-economic 
base have to be kept in perspective. In South Asia, democracy has generally been 
understood and even practiced in terms of political super structure. As such institutions 
of democratic governance like exeéutive, legislature, judiciary, political parties, electoral 
machinery and processes etc. havé been studies and emphasized. They have however, 
not been related to social structures and dynamics, economic imperatives, and cultural 
contexts to grasp the functioning of democracy. In reality there exists a clear hiatus 
between the political super structure and socio-economic base of democracy in South 
Asia. The insights provided by scholars like Barrington Moor have not been factored in to 
highlight this hiatus and explore its imperatives for democratic functioning. This is 
perhaps the one of the reasons as to why in evaluating the success or failure of 
democratic institutions and forces in countries like Pakistan, Nepal, Bangladesh or 
Maldives, we do not critically examine the role played by Army in Pakistan and 
Bangladesh or Monarchy in Nepal. The role of these later institutions have been decisive 
at critical junctures in the political evolution of these countries because these institutions, 
perhaps enjoy greater legitimacy from social bases. Unless the political superstructures 
of democracy cannot be brought in harmony with the social bases in the respective 
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South Asian countries, functioning of democracies will reamin an area of lament and 
resentment. 


There is yet another aspect of political super structure which is not paid enough attention 
to, and that is the character of the State. Ayoob has laboured hard to tell us that political 
dynamics in any developing country can be best understood by reference to the 
processes of state formation that are yet in transition and state of flux. In South Asia, 
even within the frame work of democratic institutions, the character of State is a crucial 
factor in understanding the dynamics of politics. A disturbing aspect of South Asian 
politics has been the rise, to a varying degree though, of the sectarian state. This 
sectarian state has far reaching implications for the space that becomes available for 
dissent, for sectarian mobilization, for access to economic resources and opportunities 
and expression of identities and aspirations. South Asia, as many of the other 
developing areas of the world, is passing through a triple explosion of information, 
aspirations and identities and a sectarian state, or the dominance of sectarian forces in a 
State, cannot cope with. This failure of the state to deal with the rising tide of aspirations 
and identities tend to turn dissent into violence. In turn the state assumes greater 
national security (internal or external-oriented) clout and becomes ruthless, shrinking 
and distorting the democratic political space. Sri Lanka has been a typical example of 
such transformations in South Asia, but many other countries have reflected similar 
patters. Including India, which for the past decade, particularly the past three years, has 
been fanning the fangs of sectarian forces. A remarkable similarity between Sri Lanka 
and India is that while retaining democratic political super structures, sectarian social 
forces have been unleashed to reap short term political advantages at the cost of 
accepting long term distortions and erosion of otherwise cherished values of freedom 
and plurality. Both in Sri Lanka and India, the sections of the majority communities have 
shown unbelievable manifestation of minority psyche and fear complexes. 


Economically, democracies are a reflection of burgeoning capitalism. They cannot be 
Sustained without capitalist growth that eventually aims at all the sections of population, 
by and large. To that extent, sectarian state and under developed economy (feudal or 
otherwise) are incompatible with democracy. And a growing and reasonable open 
economy may generate pressures and conditions in favour of democratic reinforcement. 


It is rather intriguing that the so called international community that has in many ways 


N 
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forced the pace of democratic institutionalization in South Asia, without paying due 
attention to its economic content. In some cases the pressures of globalization create 
inegualities and discrimination and harm the cause of democracy by enhancing dissent 
and sectarian mobilization. The distortions in economy often give rise to abuse of 
governance in terms of corruption, inefficiency, inverted priorities and social alienation. 
The so called tiger economies of Asia have produced greater wealth and political 
stability without democracy and freedom. This guestion needs to be critically addressed 
in the assessment of democracy in South Asia. 


IN any theoretical understanding of democratic dynamics, dissent is an essential 
component. In fact an important measure of democratic governance is the degree of 
dissent permitted and exercised. But dissent is not rebellion nor violence is the legitimate 
language of dissent. In South Asia contrary is the situation. There is no country which 
does not suffer from eruptions of socio-political violence, not because dissent was not 
available, but because dissent was politically ineffective. Democracy in a heterogeneous 
society, which all the South Asian states are, has a tendency to encourage sectarian 
polarization, politicization of sectarian demands and precipitation of social conflicts and 
political violence. It is increasing becoming fashionable and politically convenient to call 
all such violence as terrorism. This is conceptually absurd and practically misleading. 
Answer to this violence does not lie in law and order approach or counter violence, but 
socio-political restructuring. Political elites and forces are however, too weak and too 
narrowly focused to show sensitivity and resilience to the roots of distorted dissent and 
violence. The regional and international systems have only exacerbated this internal 
challenge in South Asia rather than moderating or curbing it. No wonder we have raging 
insurgencies and persisting wars of separation. 


To seek an answer, we must generate relevant data first. Perhaps a two way approach, 
both at the level of political super structure, in terms of correcting the distortions in the 
state formation processes, and at the level of social grass roots to relate social dynamics 
to political norms, is required. Answers such as through the creation and consolidation of á 
civil societies may help but not in any decisive manner. 
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PROCESSES AND PROBLEMS OF REGIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
IN A DEVELOPING COUNTRY : INDIAN EXPERIENCE

An Abstract 

India is a large country both in terms of population size and 
yeographical area. Administratively it consists of 28 states and 7 
union territories. The states were carved out initially on the 
linguistics basis and later on cultural and regional basis. Thus, 
they broadly constitute different regions of the country. Data on 
various aspects of the economy are also available in terms of these 
administrative units. Therefore, the states are taken as different 
regions of India. ; 

Regional growth theory though differs yet provides that 
growth rates vary among locations and over time because the 
relative strength of agglomeration and dispersion forces alter over 
Space and intertemporally. Agglomeration economies favour 
concentration in growth but diseconomies may slow down or even 
reverse the rate and level of growth of a region. Immobile locational 
constants such as the existing growth centres, natural resource 
sites and locational preferences reinforce agglomeration while 
frictional costs and decentralisation policies favour dispersion. 

India practiced regulated and controlled economy for 40 years 
(1950-51 to 1990-91) with balanced regional development as one 
of the objectives. But switched to the era of liberalised policy regime 
(since June 1991). Liberalisation of policy regulations covered 
measures related to interna! working of the economy as well as its 
external sector. This paper examines the processes and issues related 


to regional development/disparity across the Inajor states of India.

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If makes comparison of regional development among states between 
pre-liberalisation phase and the post-liberalisation phase. The 
regional development and distance among the states is measured 
in per capita income yet certain other variables are also used to 
make qualitative comparison. These include literacy rates, sex ratio 
and proportion of population below poverty line. 

Effort is made to decipher the factors which favour growth in 
some regions in terms of income while other regions perform better 
in terms of quality aspects of life. Attempt is also made to find out 
the regions which have shown higher dynamism and regions which 
are showing signs of fatigues in the recent period. The relationship 
between the regions showing better dynamism and the regions 
lagging behind is also studied. This is done through the analysis of 
migration flows and financial flows through commercial banks 
(advanced deposit ratio). The issue of relationships between the 
fast growing and stagnating regions is significant in the sense that 
the high growth regions come to inherit some of the problems of 
the stagnating regions. Within the country insulation mechanism 
can not be build and mobility of factors and commodities remain 
free, The transmission of the problems of stagnating regions to 
high growth regions (such as poverty, illiteracy and violence), makes 
the latter to pay the price of backwardness of the former. The mutual 
interdependence calls for greater attention to the stagnating regions 
from the advanced regions even when regional interests are viewed 
narrowly. : 

ine analysis of regional development/clisparity is made with 
a view to understand this phenomenon and relate it to economic 
theory.

Globalisation is the new mantra of the international system in the 
post-cold war period, iven as the academics discuss the supposed 
clamour of contending ‘cultures’ and “civilizations” or “the end of history” 
a new reality seems to be emergmg. Developed states are putting aside, 
as their discourse writers would argue military, political and 
territorial ambitions as they covet not only for cultural dominance but also 
for a greater share in the world output. States are now downsizing in 
function if not in geographic form as yet. Amidst all this activity the 
only international civilization worth the name is the governing economic 
culture of the world. The developed world would rather capture the 
world market than acquire territory. Only the less developed states would 
continue to haggle about land as they continue to rely upen land-based 
economies. The logical consequence of this emancipation from land is the 
virtual state — a state that has downsized its terntorially based 
production capability. In such a state a growing portion of the Gross 
Domestic Product consists of high value added services. Manufacturing which 
leads to creation of hard job opportunities is fast declining in 


importance 


Globalisation thus conceived in the economic realm has a supporting 
cultural agenda. This is the culture of domination and hegemony. A new 
era of conquest has been launched by the global bourgeoisie in 
collaboration with the self-seeking nave consumerist middle class. Together 
they refer to this as “ the second freedom’. The expected outcome of the 
‘macdonaldisation’ is the commodification of culture and 
marginalisation of the indigenous cultural practices. The advocates of globalisation 
regard it as natural and inevitable indicating that there is no 


alternative (the TINA syndrome) to globalisation. 
It is here that the ideas of Gandhi are providing fresh intellectual 


stimulation. Even in the early years of the last century Gandhi began 
the tradition of questioning and exploding many a myth about the 
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‘modemising’ and “civilising” role of colonialism in the non-western 
societies. He minced no words in saying. “ God forbid that India should take to 
industrialism afer the manner of the West. The economie mmpenalism ot 

a tiny island (England) is today keeping the world in chains. ian 

entire nation of 300 million took to similar exploitation, 1t would strip 

the world bare like locust.” Faced with the latest round of 

exploitation Gandhian thought can no longer be confined to school debates and

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INSURANCE SECTOR LIBERALIZATION IN INDIA 
Limitations of Insurance as a Business 


by Dr. Nirmal S. Azad* 


Despite more than a decade of the economic reforms, we 
have all the problems that the IMF-World Bank directed “structural 
adjustment Programme” claimed it would cure. In the specific 
context of insurance business, under the World Trade Organisation 
(WTO), there is as yet no provision to force India to Open up its 
insurance sector. But, India has decided to surrender in advance of 
the WTO agreement of its formal, semi-judicial processes. 

In fact, the government can find little excuse to privatise 
India's public sector Life Insurance Corporation (LIC) and General 
Insurance Corporation (GIC). The two firms have done well 
financially and pay the government substantia] dividends and taxes. 
But, even then, the Insurance Regulatory Development Authority 
has formally opened up insurance to the private companies. 

Since its nationalisation, LIC has Spread its branches in 
rural or semi-urban areas (such brancesh now constitute 48 per 
cent of the total), where the percentage of lower-income households 
is greater. If urban, better—off sections leave the LIC for private 
firms, the LIC will be less able to fund its mobilisation of the 
relatively poorer and non-urban sections. The entry of private firms 
would take away LIC's better-off clientele with reduced premiums 


and more flexible investment options. 
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The opening up of the insurance sector has nothing to do 
with getting more funds for infrastructure. In fact, “funds for 
infrastructure” is merely a post—facto alibi. The surrender of the 
most profitable insurance sector to foreign companies vitally harms 
the national interest as it affects insurance employees, hands over 
control of an important part of national savings to them by allowing 
them to reap profits in speculative activities and remit dividends 
abroad. 

Without ignoring the failures of the public sector, it is 
true that when insurance firms are state-owned, the pressure of 
public opinion can force the government to subject their profit motive 
to directives in the public interest. The insurance industry has to 
be judged as a means to an end. The end is social and economic 
security, so that an individual (or a firm or a co-operative) is 
protected against serious financial loss in various eventualities not 
of his/her own making. 

The insurance industry provides security only according 
to a contract, not according to objective need. All this is no 
substitute for comprehensive social guarantees, but it also stands 
in contrast to the operation of private sector firms. Now, however, 
the privatisation of the insurance sector in India will effect a further 
attack on the already limited social claims of the working sections, 
apart from diverting a sizeable part of the nation’s savings to the 


control of foreign firms.

THE STATE AND CAPITALIST SOCIAL PLANNING 
Political Economy of Development 


by Dr. Nirmal S. Azad* 


The class structure of society is defined and demarcated 
by a given set of property relations in which classes owning means 
of production have material advantages over others. The state is a 
special institution capable and willing to use force, to whatever 
degree is required, as the guarantor of the maintenance of such a 
set of property relations. 

' Every state is bound to play a vital economic role, in a 
given historical perspective, in one form or another. The primary 
function of the state is protection of given property relations and 
the secondary function is to serve as an economic instrument of 
social development in the given framework of property relations. 

Those who own basic means of production arrange 
production and distribution of social wealth to their own benefit 
and to the benefit of their classes. In a capitalist society the state’s 
interference in the economic processes is meant to strengthen private 
property relations and private enterprises. 

As the role of the new and independent states grows, the 
ideological struggle over the course along which the Third World 
countries have to develop also becomes acute. Not only economics 
but also class and social make-up, and the international situation 
have a major impact on the state. 

The interaction of the economy and the state is sui generis 


and complex. The specific structure of society - the absence in 
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most of the developing capitalist countries of clear-cut class 
differentiation - gives relative independence to the state which has 
an extensive area for economic manoeuvre. 

The state as regulator of socia! contradictions, making 
economic decisions, supports specific classes and social groups. 
The state’s influence on the economy can be exercised directly or 
indirectly. The need for economic planning - an instrument of direct 
regulation - in developing capitalist countries, in order to carry out 
complex tasks in an historically brief period, stems from the 
inadequacy of the market mechanism - an instrument of indirect 
regulations. 

Social planning ina capitalist society is a conscious action 
of the ruling bourgeois classes, upon the transformation of social 
structure of society, carried out through the apparatus of the state. 
For this purpose, economic planning is always subordinated to 
social planning because economic development and social changes 
are interdependent. 

In fact, economic planning is subordinated to the social 
planning of the dominant classes. Actually, profit or surplus-value 
or accumulation is only the means for the bourgeoisie to promote 
and maintain specific socio-economic relations among people. 

In capitalism the main responsibility for determining the 
social policy at the national level is of the bourgeois state. The 
working, class and the labouring masses remain the object of care. 
The social consumption fund is one of the important tools in the 
social policy of the bourgeois state to regulate, reorganize and 
reformulate the production relations among social classes. 

For the developing countries like India, the choice of the 
capitalist path in practice means 4 further subordination to the 


international capitalist division of labour. But, nevertheless, the 
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Indian bourgeoisie has reduced the working classes - inclusing the 
small peasantry - to the framework of limited consumption only. 
So in most crucial questions the working classes remain the object 
of social manipulation of the bourgeoisie and state bureaucracy. 

The programmes of economic and technical aid to the 
developing capitalist countries by the imperialist states are an 
important means of protecting imperialist class interests on the 
international scene. Imperialism (international capital) is engaged 
in the striving to form and strengthen in developing countries a 
large local bourgeoisie interested in the development of capitalist 
production relations and in the retainment of these countries within 
the system of the world capitalist economy. 

The imperialist politico-propaganda campaigns are at 
present basically a continuation of the policy of manipulating human 
consciousness and behaviour. The bourgeois ideology has become 
for the ruling class an essential instrument for regulating economic, 
political and social processes. The nature of the modern state and 
its role in the capitalist economy is such that the state is not a 
neutral arbiter, it is an integral feature of modern capitalism. 

The essential politico-ideological function of the state is 
to create grounds for acceptance of its policy of social manipulation 
and of obedience. The consciousness of the subordinate classes 1s 
a crucial factor for stability (or otherwise) in all class societies, 
including capitalism, but ‘acceptance’ of the social order varies 
from enforced submission, through habitual conformity, to self- 
conscious commitment. To a considerable extent the state achieves 
such legitimacy directly through its control over the media and 
education system, and by social benefits to those social strata which 


can be manipulated and won over thereby. 
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In South Asia no state is free from internal strife. People belonging to 
different minorities, ethnic, religious linguistic are engaged in struggles 
against the states for the protection and preservation of their social, cultural 
and economic rights. Their demands differ from regional territorial 
autonomy, self-rule, self government to self determination, which often 
means separation. In their attempt to preserve their status quo, the states 
of South Asia have been supressing the activities of these minorities. No 
State in South Asia is willing to grant independence to a section or sections 
of its people.

The struggle for self-determination by other peoples or communities of 
South Asia - the Sri Lankan Tamils, Kashmiris Sikhs, Nagas, Baluchis and 
Sindhis despite having received overt and covert military support from 
neighbouring states and other parties from inside and outside the region 
have been unsuccessful. The states of South Asia jealously guard their 
colonial sovereignty. Any criticism of their human rights record is put down 


as our illiegimate interference to their internal affairs. 
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ROLE OF MILITARY IN PAKISTAN’S POLITICS 
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ABSTRACT 


The first wave of democratization which began in 1820’s with widening of suffrage to 
large populations until 1922, bring into being some 29 democracies. With the rise of 
Mussolini in 1922 in Italy marked the beginning of first reverse wave that by 1942 had 
reduced the number of democratic states to 12. The triumph of Allies in the World War- 
II initiated the second wave of democratization, and the number of democratically 
governed state reached to 36. The second reverse wave during the period 1960-75 again 
reduced the number of democracies to thirty. After the disintegration of Soviet Union, 
today, nearly one-sixth of humanity, 1/3 of total nations of the world, half of developing 
nations are governed by not ‘the rule’ of law but by the ‘bayonet’. Recently (October 
1999), the Pakistan military also again captured the state power in that country. Military 
institutions came to occupy increasingly important place because of two World Wars 
within twenty-five years, and monopoly of armed forces ever the use of modern highly 
sophisticated arms and ammunition. The causes that give rise to these shifting waves of 
democratization or militarization are of great academic interest and need to be enquired 
in depth. In this paper an humble effort has been made to analyse the role of military in 
politics in general and Pakistan in particular. This will help in understanding the 
discernible pattern of civil-military relations, the basis of military intervention in politics 
and the reasons of failure of democracy in the developing countries. The other issues 
which are covered in the paper include: the implications of military take over on the 
process of socio-economic transformation, and strategies and ideology perpetuated by the 
military rulers for legitimizing their rule. 


In the span of 55 years since the creation of Pakistan as a sovereign indenendent state, the 
military has ruled it for more than half of the period. Even during the short democratic 
regime in between the military was invited time and again to aid civil society, especially 
to put down Bengali cultural reassertion and the protest of Baluchis and Sindhis against 
the policies of arrogant Punjabi, Phatan, and Muhajir ruling elite. After Independence 
Pakistan took about 10 years to even to draft its constitution and their by no general 
elections were held for the National Assembly not before 1970 and interestingly the 
verdict of this election was not accepted by the military Juntas. In this back drop the role 
of military in Pakistan is discussed in detail in this paper. 
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The inter-relationship between Democracy, Development and Discontent in South Asia 
is a much talked and least explored area of research and investigation. It is generally 
assumed that democracy facilitates development and addresses discontent in a resilient 
and constructive manner. This assumption has ideologically been reinforced by the 
dominant values of the post-cold war world order. The empirical support to this 
assumption for the Third World in general and South Asia in particular is either scanty 


and inadequate or contrary to the assumption. 


In any understanding of democracy, both its politica! super structure and socio-economic 
base have to be kept in perspective. In South Asia, democracy has generally been 
understood and even practiced in terms of political super structure. As such institutions 
of democratic governance like executive, legislature, judiciary, political parties, electoral 
machinery and processes etc. have been studies and emphasized. They have however, 
not been related to social structures and dynamics, economic imperatives, and cultural 
contexts to grasp the functioning of democracy. In reality there exists a clear hiatus 
between the political super structure and socio-economic base of democracy in South 
Asia. The insights provided by scholars like Barrington Moor have not been factored in to 
highlight this hiatus and explore its imperatives for democratic functioning. This is 
perhaps the one of the reasons as to why in evaluating the success or failure of 
democratic institutions and forces in countries like Pakistan, Nepal, Bangladesh or 
Maldives, we do not critically examine the role played by Army in Pakistan and 
Bangladesh or Monarchy in Nepal. The role of these later institutions have been decisive 
at critical junctures in the political evolution of these countries because these institutions, 
perhaps enjoy greater legitimacy from social bases. Unless the political superstructures 


of democracy cannot be brought in harmony with the social bases in the respective 
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South Asian countries, functioning of democracies will reamin an area of lament and 
resentment. 


There is yet another aspect of political super structure which is not paid enough attention 
to, and that is the character of the State.

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The mandatory provisions of 734 Constitutional 
amendment led to the passage of H.P. Panchayati Raj Act 1994. 
Under this act provision for reservation to women to the extent of 33 
Percent at all the three tiers of Panchayati Raj institutions was made. 
The reservation was not at the level of members only but also at the 
level of the chairpersons. In the act the provisions of the elections to 
all the three levels i.e. Gram Panchyat, Panchyat Samiti and Zila 
Parishad have been made. There is no indirect election for all the 
levels. The present paper is an attempt to highlight the impact of 
reservation to women in the Panchayati Raj bodies in the state. Six 
Panchyats from two districts of the Pradesh have been taken for the 
study. These panchyats were headed by women of general category 
and schedule caste category. Three Panchyats fall under the 
jurisdiction of Zila Parishad Bilaspur and three Panchyats under the 


jurisdiction of Zila Parishad Shimla. 


In all 21 women chairpersons and members were 
interviewed. The study reveals that the participation of women in the 
democratic decentralization process is still in infancy. Although 
expected participation of women is far from satisfactory yet awareness 
is there. Presently by and large, women are guided by male members 
of their families. But there is definite improvement in the involvement 
and awareness among this section of the society. Illiteracy, cultural 
norms, economic dependence and social barriers are the main hurdles 
in the proper participation of women in the democratic 


decentralization process. 
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After the 1995 and December 2000 Panchyati Raj 
elections, there is a significant change in the awareness of this section 
of the society.

South Asian system largely consists of seven states that are Nepal, Bangladesh,

India, Pakistan, Sri Lanka, Bhutan and Maldives. But these states, except Bhutan and 
Maldives are passing through the phase of transition in which various crises have 
engulfed them. These crises although have there roots in imperial rule, are exerting their 
pressures even presently, These crises are the biggest hindrance in path of nation 
building. South Asian states is mainly the attribute of socio-economic and geopolitical 


causes that have been forwarding nations on path of disintegration. 


On deeper insight, one can say that the major cause of this siivation that has 
developed today, is uneven economic development of the region. The South Asian 
region though having plenty of natural and human resources has been incapable of 
satisfying the expectations of their people.

The failure of political 
authority to readdress the economic grievances of the people has given rise to numerous 


problems, 


The economic factor has breeded all the other factors that has taken South Asia 
on the road of turmoil and upheaval. The factors like language, religion, identity, 
ethnicity, nationality etc were subjugated under the movements for national liberation, 


but with the dawn of independence these subdued loyalties started up-surging. 


The post independence era was promising but the cultural policy adopted by 
States like making religion or symbol of national identity, the imposition of particular 
language as national language has given rise to identity crises thereby resulting in ethnic 
conflicts. The states have not been able to integrate these groups with the mainstream 
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and they still feel alienated giving rise to demand of full autonomy even secession. 
Moreover, the experimentation of frequent changes in political set up is also responsible 
for rise of legitimacy crises. The fundamentalist forces taking advantage of the situation 


often exploit religious sentiments giving a more complex character to the problem. 


These problems not merely have adversely affected the intra state relations but 
has also spoiled the inter state relationship. The differing attitudes over certain issues, the 
adoption of conflicting strategies and the diplomatic positions taken by states constraints 
relations resulting in underdevelopment of the region. Both the assimilationist and 
accomodationist approaches adopted by South Asian States have failed to resolve these 
problems having deeper roots in society, economics and psyche of people, there is an 
need for an alternate strategy. But it is the time for states to get unified in terms of 


regional co-operation for solving these problems and to build strong nation states for 


speedy development.
